2.2 It is the object of the invention to adapt the drum 
housing in such a manner that it can be used more 
universally . 



The combination of features of claim 1 permits the 
use of the same drum housing for cable drums which 
can have different diameters in accordance with the 
manual or motor drive; i.e., because of the 
possibility of using cable drums with different 
diameters, only less complicated step-down gears are 
required (or the step-down gear is omitted) . 



The combination of features is neither known from _ 
the available prior art nor is it rendered obvious 
by it. 

The subject matter of claim 1 therefore meets the 
criteria mentioned in PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 



3. The subject matter of claims 2-16, where claims 8 

and 15 have all of the features of claim 1, is novel 
and inventive because they are dependent on claim 1.
